Hail FTC For Move 


Against Allowances 
The National Knitted Outer- 
wear Association has hailed an 
order by the Federal Trade 
Commission to end discrimina- 
tory allowances to apparel sup- 
pliers by stores and buyers. 
The order requires 250 resi- 
dent buying offices and large 
department stores to disclose to 
the FTC the name and address 
of every supplier from whom 
they received “money or any- 
thing of value for the purpose 
of advertising or promoting the 
merchandise of such supplier.” 
The respondents must state 
the amount and the manner in 
which the funds were spent and 


furnish the FTC with copies of 
all letters, ads and pertinent 
material. 

A responsible officer of the 
corporation must sign under 
oath. Answers must be filed 
within 45 days. Stiff penalties 
may be imposed for incomplete 
or untruthful answers. 

“The new program represents 
a most important step in the 
campaign against discriminatory 
advertising contributions to cat- 
alogs and other advertising,” 
Sidney S. Korzenik, executive 
director and counsel of the 
NKOA, said. “We are partic- 
ularly pleased because the de- 
velopment of this measure has 
been a project in which we have 
participated with the FTC offi- 
cials for many months.” 

The measure is based on a 
provision of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act which au- 
thorizes the FTC to order a 
company to file and report an- 
swers in writing to specific 
questions. In invoking the pro- 
visions the agency said that 
discriminatory allowances have

At 45th KAE 


A record number of 197 firms 
will display their products and 
services at the 45th Knitting 
Arts Exhibition. Approximately 
15,000 persons representing 
companies in the industry from 
the U.S., Canada and abroad 
will view these displays. 

The Exposition will be held 
April 24-28 in Atlantic City, 
N. J., at Convention Hall. The 
National Association of Hosiery 
Manufacturers, National Knit- 
ted Outerwear Association, and 
the Underwear Institute are the 
sponsors. 

Displays, which will fill more 
than 700 booths, will range from 
knitting and other fabricating 
machinery to chemicals, yarns, 
packaging materials and spe- 
cailized services. The knitting 
equipment will include the larg- 
est group of foreign machines 
ever seen at this event. Models 
will be shown from France, 
Spain and West Germany. 

The sponsoring associations 
estimate that the knitting indus- 
try will spend approximately $2 
billion in the 12 months follow- 
ing the KAE. 

Between 600 and 700 knit- 
goods manufacturers will come 
from Australia, Austria, Argen- 
tina, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, 
Chile, Formosa, Colombia, Cos- 
ta Rica, Denmark, England, 
Finland, France, West Germany, 
Guatemala, Holland, Israel, 
Italy, Jamaica, Japan, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Nicaragua, North 
Ireland, Nova Scotia, Peru, 
Philippines, Puerto Rico, Scot- 
land, Spain, Sweden, Uruguay 
and Venezuela.

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Knitting Equipment Review 


Interlock Sweater Strip Machines—Part | 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 
IF any type of knitting machine could be said to be basic equip- 
ment in a sweater mill, it is the interlock sweater-strip machine. 
Although there are no precise figures available, it is estimated that 
there are probably more interlock sweater-strip machines in place 
in outerwear knitting mills in this country than any other type of 


knitting unit, including V-bed 
flat machines used for the manu- 
facture of collars and rib trims. 
Not only is the interlock sweater- 
strip machine extensively em- 
ployed for the manufacture of 
spun yarns of Orlon, wool and 
other fibers, but it is also essen- 
tial equipment for the man- 
ufacture of cut-and-sew sweaters 
and sweater-shirts of textured 
filament nylon yarn. 

In appearance, the interlock 
sweater-strip machine resembles 
the interlock yardgoods machine 
from which it was spawned. But 
it is an entirely different and a 
more complicated piece of knit- 
equipment than its yardgoods 
counterpart. The latter produces 
only continuous lengths of inter- 
lock fabric in tubular form. In 
contrast, the interlock sweater- 
strip machine produces sweater 
or knit shirt bodies in the form 
of a continuous tube, each body 
or sweater-strip being separated 
from the next one by a readily 
removable draw thread course. 

Like its yardgoods precursor, 
the interlock sweater-strip ma- 
chine employs alternate long 
and short needles in the dial and 
cylinder. The long needles in the 
dial knit with the long needles 
in the cylinder and the short 
needles in the dial with the short 
needles in the cylinder. The fab- 
ric comes off the machine in 
continuous’ strips or garment- 
lengths consisting of an interlock 
body with attached rib cuff. By 
snipping and pulling out the 
draw thread between the sweat- 
er-strips, the garment lengths 
quickly come apart. Knitting of 
a sweater-strip generally pro- 
ceeds in the following manner: 

1. Introduction of the draw 

thread course. 

2. Knitting of the welt, a se- 
cure selvedge edge which 
prevents the rib end from 
unravelling. 

Knitting of the rib end in 
the appropriate rib forma- 
tion; generally most ma- 
chines knit a 1 x 1 rib 
although there are a num- 
ber of machines on the 


market that are equipped 
to knit rib ends in | x 1, 
2x 1 or 2 x 2 rib stitch 
structures. 

4. Knitting of the interlock 

body. 

The full sequence of knitting 
in one type of interlock machine, 
the Model Suprint, is shown in 
Figure | and in the series of dia- 
vrams in Figure 1A (see Page 5). 
The first shows the stitch struc- 
ture of a typical sweater-strip 
with the interlock stitch forma- 
tion above the | x | rib set-up 
and the firm welt at the tail end 
of the knitting cycle. The man- 
ner in which each of these three 
separate operations is executed 
is demonstrated in detail by the 
next three diagrams. “A” depicts 
the loop structure of an interlock 
sweater-strip created by alternate 
knitting first of the long dial and 
long cylinder needles and then 
the alternate knitting of the short 
dial and short cylinder needles. 

The interlock body is usually 
knitted of a single end of yarn. 
The rib end, however, is knitted 
of two ends of yarn, the knitting 
being done by the short needles 
only. The long needles during 
this phase of the knitting cycle 
remain out of action and the 
extra end of yarn which would 
normally have been fed to these 
needles during the knitting of 
the interlock portion of the 
sweater-strip is introduced at 
those feeds where the short dial 
and short cylinder needles knit. 
This is clearly demonstrated at 

Introduction of the additional 
yarn is performed by different 
kinds of mechanism — a yarn 
changer, moveable carrier or 
striping box, depending on the 
machine model. These’ devices 
are also used for "feeding. the 
nylon separating thread used in 
the draw thread course. 

After the rib bottom or cuff is 
knitted, the machine automatic- 
ally changes back to interlock 
knitting and all needles — long 
as well as short in dial and 
cylinder — go back into action

again. The changeover is usually 
governed by a chain control. The 
manner in which the change 
from | x | rib knitting to inter- 
lock knitting is executed is 
shown at “C” in Figure 1A. 


Types of Machines 


There are two basic types of 
interlock machines—single pur- 
pose and multi-purpose. The 
single purpose machine, as its 
name implies, is engineered 
solely for the manufacture of 
interlock sweater tubes in con- 
tinuous form. Machines in this 
classification are usually mul- 
tiple-feeders capable of turning 
out the lengths of sweater-strips 
at a high rate of production. 

The multi-purpose machine is 
on the other hand a much slower 
producer than its single purpose 
counterpart, but it is far more 
versatile in stitch scope. A multi- 
purpose machine can just as 
readily produce continuous 
lengths of sweater-strips in a 
jersey or rib structure as in 
interlock.

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Machines of the single purpose 
type generally are wide diameter 
units. Most have 30-inch di- 
ameter dials and cylinders; one 
model, however, is a 32-inch 
diameter machine, another a 33- 
inch diameter unit. Single-pur- 
pose interlock machines also are 
equipped with a greater number 
of knitting feds than the multi- 
purpose units. One model has as 
many as 52 feeds of which 46 
are knitting feeds; generally, 
however, the machines have from 
30 to 32 feeds. 

Interlock sweater-strip ma- 
chines of the multi-purpose type 
come in a broad range of cylin- 
der sizes — 18, 20, 22 and 30- 
inch diameter. These machines 
have fewer feeds than the single- 
purpose types — the feed range 
is from as few as eight to as 
many as 24. Cuts range up to 
16% needles per inch. This is 
in sharp contrast to the single- 
purpose types which may have 
as many as 20 needles per inch 
in dial and cylinder. 

Usually, the large diameter 
machines are preferred for turn- 
ing out ladies’ and children’s 
sweaters; the smaller diameter 
units for manufacturing men’s 
sweaters. But this is not a uni- 
versal rule. Many men’s sweater 
and sweater-shirt producers also 
use the large diameter machines. 
The reason a great many knitters 
favor the latter is that the sweat- 
er-strip coming off such ma- 
chine is naturally much wider 
than the tube produced on a 
smaller diameter machine. 
Sweater manufacturers thus can 
obtain from a single strip as 
many as two sweater bodies in 
the same or of different size or

as many as six sleeve portions 
of a sweater. 

Wider sweater bodies are also 
producible on the finer cut ma- 
chines and the larger the diame- 
ter of the dial and cylinder, the 
wider will be the sweater-strip 
coming off the machine. On a 
19-cut, 33-inch diameter ma- 
chine, two sweater bodies each 
of a size 40 can be obtained. On 
a 16%-cut; 33-inch diameter 
unit, knitting a 70/2 ply Textra- 
lized yarn, one sweater-strip can 
be cut into two sweater bodies, 
one of size 34 and the other of 
size 36. 

Where the manufacturer, how- 
ever, prefers to produce sweater- 
strips in men’s body sizes com- 
parable to “small,” “medium” 
and “large,” the smaller di- 


ameter machines are required. 


Knitting Equipment Developments 


Scott & Williams To Show Lombard 


AMONG the new units which 
will be introduced by Scott & 
Williams, Inc., Laconia, N. H. 
at the Knitting Arts Exhibition, 
is the company’s patented 
Model LPW Lombardi pattern 
wrap machine. The machine is 
claimed to represent a radical 
departure from existing tech- 
fiques for incorporating both 
sculptured and/or smooth de- 
sign effects in jersey fabric. The 
fabrics knit on the Model LPW 
are of the basic jersey construc- 


tion, but they present in some: 
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structures, striking similarity in 
appearance to the better type of 
woven fabrics, at the same time 
retaining the warmth, draping 
qualities, and handle character- 
istic of knitted cloth. 

The machine will produce an 
impressive array of fabrics 
which combine textured surface 
interest, patterning scope and 
multi-color schemes in an 
infinite variety of striking ar- 
rangements in a wide range of 
weights. The method of fabric 
construction imparts to it the 


Many men’s sweater mills use 
18, 20 and 22-inch interlock 
machines to produce interlock 
sweater-strips in the correspond- 
ing “small,” “medium” and 
“large” sizes. These mills may 
use a 24-inch diameter model to 
knit the sleeve portions of these 
sweaters, although a 22-inch di- 
ameter machine could fit the bill. 

For reasons of economy and 
to avoid producing too heavy a 
fabric, mills generally knit spun 
yarns in the singles on their 
interlock sweater-strip machines. 
The yarn may range in size 
from 1/13 w.c. to 1/40 w.c. The 
specific spun yarn range, of 
course, will be dependent on the 
cut of the machine. This is true 
too of textured filament nylon 
yarns. 


ranging from 1/27 w.c. to 1/32 
w.c. are knitted on 12 to 14-cut 
interlock machines; in Textra- 
lized (Ban-Lon) yarns, 70/2 
yarns are knitted on 16%-cut 
and up machines. It is, of course, 
possible to knit two-ply spun 
yarns on interlock sweater-strip 
machines, but to overcome ex- 
cess yarn consumption and to 
keep the sweater from being too 
heavy, an extremely fine count 
two-ply spun yarn must be used. 
Mills do not feel that the retail 
ranges in which interlock sweat- 
ers generally sell justifies the 
extra cost of a fine count two-ply 
yarn. Use of a two-ply yarn in 
high-bulk Orlon has its advan- 
tages, however, in that pilling of 
the interlock sweater would tend 
to be controlled by the yarn’s 
plied structure.

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The important feature of the 
wrap mechanism is that it en- 
ables the introduction of a wrap 
yarn to one or a multiplicity of 
needles in excess of 30, from a 
single yarn source. Because of 
this, relatively few wrap yarns 
are required to produce ex- 
tremely novel design effects. 
Fach wrap yarn on the Lom- 
bardi machine has an individual 
stop-motion associated with it. 

Conventionally, design effects 


in jersey fabrics, whether ap- 
pearing on the technical face or 
back of the fabric, are produced 
by a method of coursewise pat- 
terning. Invariably it is done 
through § stripers operating in 
conjunction with pattern wheel 
needle selection. Many striking 
effects can be produced solely 
with the system. This method 
however, has drawbacks. 
Limitations inherent in the 
conventional system of course- 


wise patterning prompted ; the 
Mode!

New Knitting Equipment 


Universal Develops Supramat-B V-Bed Flat Machine 


DEVELOPMENT of a new 


unit in the Universal V-bed fiat 


machine range was announced this week by Stonehill Knitting 
Machines Corp., Brooklyn, the U. S. and Canadian sales repre- 
sentatives for the German knitting machinery company. The new 
machine, designated Supramat-B, is a double lock automatic knitter 


available in up to 14 needles per 
inch and in two-needlebed widths 
—24 inches and 63 inches. 

The Supramat-B comes 
equipped with a special clutch 
motor with infinitely variable 
speed control. Its take-up roll- 
ers are unencumbered by 
weights. All automatic motions 
are vibration free and are actu- 
ated by a large safely guided 
main control chain fitted with 
adjustable studs and an econo- 
mizer. Racking on the machine 
is done by single and double 
rows one and two needles over 
one inch of the needlebed. 

The machine has six yarn 
carriers mounted on _ three 


sturdy double-sided bars. They 
are actuated automatically by 


the control chain at every row 
and for patterning at will. The 


carriage’s high bow permits 
knitting of several garment 
strips simultaneously. If de- 


sired, additional yarn carriers 
and double-sided stops can be 
supplied. The needlebeds, 
mounted on a foundation which 
assures even stitch formation, 
house high and low butt needles, 
sectioned needle slides and fully 
guided needle spring slides. 

The cam system of the ma- 
chine includes upper and lower 
raising cams with three position 
control, including a slack loop- 
ing course. The cam system 
combines tucking, circular and 
knoppen cams with automatic

control of the upper and lower 

needle raising cams. Pattern 

scope of the machine includes: 

e Automatic racking over one 
and two needles. 

e Wave and colored patterns. 

e Cam patterns of all kinds. 

In addition, the machine can 
automatically change from 2 x 2 
to | x | rib knitting and auto- 
matically introduce a separating 
and slack course. Stitch tension 
can also be adjusted automatic- 
ally. 

The machine comes with a 
number of electric safety de- 
vices. These include 12 knot 
catchers and yarn detectors and 
an electric trip switch to guard 
against needle breakage. These 
electrical defect-detecting de- 
vices operate within the ma- 
chine’s low voltage circuit and 
instantaneously stop the ma- 
chine over a brake magnate. 

The carriage can be stopped 


by the automatic stop-motion 
on the main control chain or 
by the four-figure preset elec- 
trical course or piece counter. 

The economizer is con- 
structed in such a manner that 
the chain is actuated only at 
the change of patterns—after a 
new control operation. For es- 
pecially long and voluminous 
patterns a device for accommo- 
dating the extra chain, and four- 
chain sprockets can be supplied. 
A clutch bar over the whole 
working width permits easy en- 
gagement and disengagement of 
the clutch with infinitely vari- 
able speed control adjustment. 
On the right hand side of the 
stand there is a readily acces- 
sible hand crank, and the main 
switch. 

The automatic pull-down 
rollers without weights are actu- 
ated independent of the car- 
riage through eccentrics. 


Carriage, Chain and Other Controls on Model B 
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Production Techniques

A RESEARCH laboratory is the heart of Electro-Knit Fabrics, 
of Brooklyn, a major producer of cotton fabrics. The owners, Leon 
Teich and Mike Goldman, say it is the most extensive testing and 


research lab in the cotton knit industry. 


Testing of both natural 


yarn goods and finished fabric is conducted for washability, shrink- 


age, tensile strength, light level- 
ness of color, fading and what- 
ever shocks the fabrics is heir to. 
The research is an unending 
hunt for better ways to serve 
the customer and outpace the 
competition. The visitor is 
shown the lab downstairs but 
only told, in low tones, about 
the one someplace “upstairs,” 
in which “confined testing” goes 
on in a top secret atmosphere. 
Out of all this activity have 
come several innovations, in- 
cluding a changed twist for spin- 
ners, which, Mr. Goldman says, 
is now universal in the industry. 
These facilities enable the 
company to maintain a styling 
service for the customer. Each 
season a staff of four makes up 
a color-coordinated sample line 
of several hundred numbers with 
a color line. A complete range 
of colors is offered. The com- 
pany believes it is the only yard- 
goods mill that can make that 
claim. The customer picks his 
colors and Electro-Knit chooses 
the appropriate dyes and dyeing 
techniques. The company uses 
vat colors only. 
From Electro- Knit’s sample 
stomers 


order sample yardage which may 
be accepted without changes or 


adapted. If the customer wants 
an exclusive, Electro-Knit will 
oblige. 


The services and the research 
are a consequence of the devel- 
opment of Electro-Knit from a 
sinail specialty mill in 1946 to 
a company—-said to be the only 
one in New York State and one 
of the few in the country—that 
buys cotton yarn and then dyes, 
knits and finishes it—all under 
one roof. “We were led by our 
expansion into experimental and 
development work,” Mr. Gold- 
man says. “Today we have the 
best research of any dyed yarn 
cotton fabric house in the busi- 
ness.” To prove his point, he 
names a big company which he 
recently visited. “We have bet- 
ter research than they do.” 

Once the pattern is set, the 
work moves into the plant, 
where a weekly average of 100,- 
000 pounds in some 180 colors 
is knitted by three shifts around 
the clock. 

A package yarn dyeing sys- 
tem is used. The yarn is loaded 
on spindles and immersed in 
carriers into the ; and

dried over blowers. The air is 
filtered to preserve the color. 

After dyeing and knitting, the 
fabric is unrolled, processed and 
finished. Electro-Knit uses only 
Cyana resin finishes, American 
Cyanamid Company products. 
Mr. Teich points out that the 
dimensional stability of untreat- 
ed cotton knits diminishes as 
textured patterns are added; 
resin finishes help cotton knits 
to achieve a wide variety of de- 
sign and pattern.

own finishing, In January of that 
year it moved from downtown 
Lexington Avenue in Brooklyn 
to 2201 Neptune Avenue in 
Coney Island, hard by the 
mouth of New York harbor.

New HATRA Device Checks Knitting Quality And Length 


THE dimensional variations in knitted goods is a problem of long 
standing and a solution to it has long been sought by knitwear 
manufacturers. Although such irregularities occur in every type of 
knitting, they are particularly noticeable in the hosiery trade, where 
the only solution in the past has been to sort stockings into pairs of 


equal size. This sorting and pair- 
ing is, of course, a costly and 
time-consuming operation. 

That such variations still per- 
sist is related to some extent to 
the fact that certain of the fac- 
tors contributing towards these 
itregularities are beyond the 
control of the knitter. But ex- 
perimental work carried out by 
the Hosiery and Allied Trades 
Research Association in Eng- 
land and by research workers in 
Sweden, has shown that a con- 
siderable amount of the varia- 
lions arise from inadequate con- 
rol at the knitting stage. 

Good knitting control de- 
pends on three items: a reliable 
measuring instrument, the use 
of realistic tolerances, and an 
orderly system of measuring, 
recording and taking action. 
With this in mind, the British 
Hosiery and Allied Trades Re- 
search Association set about de- 
signing the measuring instrument 
which would play an all-impor- 
lant role. It was recognized at 
once that four main essentials 
that would have to be incorpo- 
tated in the instrument were: 

_ © The measurements on the 
instrument after knitting should 
five a good correlation with flat 


finished hose measurements. 

e It should be possible to 
measure the hose immediately 
after knitting. 

e The instrument should be 
free from operator bias. 

e The instrument should be 
easy to use and require a mini- 
mum of skill and concentration. 

Additional items noted but 
not listed were the need for a 
simple and robust instrument, 
easily calibrated and maintained. 

A full-fashioned hose blank 
immediately after knitting is so 
easily distorted or stretched by 
handling that it is virtually im- 


possible to obtain its dimensions 
by measuring with a ruler. 
Detailed studies have shown, 
however, that when certain load 
conditions are applied to the 
length of the stockings, the 
measurement obtained on the ex- 
tended stocking can be used for 
comparison with similar meas- 
urements made on other hose. 
This measurement under load 
is the basis of the HATRA 
Hosextender, as the finished in- 
strument has been named. The 
added advantage of this system 
is that when the standard load 
is applied, the extended loops 
take up dimensions which are 
proportional to the length of 
yarn in the loop. As fabric 
geometry has revealed that con- 
trol of loop length gives control

of fabric dimensions, it also indi- 
cates that control of the extended 
lengths will give control of the 
stocking dimensions. It should 
be noted that the application of 
the selected load does not stretch 
the yarn, but extends the loop 
to a standard configuration. This 
applies whatever type of syn- 
thetic yarn structure is used for 
the stocking. 

The welt of the hose is slipped 
over the welt holding rod in the 
top center of the instrument. 
With the movable center roller 
in the extreme right position the 
hose is passed to the right of the 
two fixed guide rollers, and to 
the left of the center roller. The 
toe is then placed between the 
jaws of the self-tightening toe 
clamp with the toe splicing level 
with the jaw. The switch is 
pressed and a motor drives the 
center roller to the left at a 
constant speed. When the ten- 
sion in the stocking reaches 3Kg 
the motor stops automatically 
and the desired readings may be 
made. The extended welt read- 
ing is read on the top scale, the 
total stretch length on the longer 
scale below and the stretched 
foot length scale near the base. 
To make a new test the center 
roller is pushed to the starting 
position on the extreme right. 

The hose holding clamps on 
the instrument have been de-

Jersey Yardgoods 


Mill Organized 

PORTLAND, Ore. — A new 
business has been set up here 
by R. H. Thackeray, to manu- 
facture jersey yardage to be sold 
to the retail consumer for home 
dressmaker use. 

The Thackeray Knitting Mills, 
4429 N.E. Union Avenue, is 
slling the yardage direct from 
its premises and, to a small 
degree at present, to retail stores 
for resale to their customers. It 
is hoped to expand the sales to 
stores when a demand for the 
product has been established. 

The new zigzag sewing ma- 
chines are now making it pos- 
sible for women to sew knitted 
materials at home in a way that 
was once possible only in the 
factory, Mr. Thackeray says, and 
he foresees an increasing market 
for yardgoods which can be put 
to such use. 

Mr. Thackeray was formerly 
n a wholesale distributorship 
for sewing machines. 

Small ads in the Portland 
daily paper, in the women’s sec- 
tion, have generated good re- 


sponse in the form of mail 
inquiries and personal visits to 
the plant, which began opera- 
tion about the first of this year. 
Machines are Stafford and Holt 
circulars. 

Fabrics include a weight suit- 
able for dresses and a heavier- 
weight material to be used for 
suits. They are principally of 
wool; some are a mixture of 70 
per cent wool and 30 per cent 
Acrilan. A range of about 35 
colors is offered.

Knit Shirts 
Fourth Quarter 


Shipments Reported 
WASHINGTON, D.C.—Pro- 


| duction and shipments in wo- 


men’s and girls’ and children’s 
and infants’ knit outerwear 
shirts made in underwear mills 
increased in the fourth quarter 
of last year as compared with 
the comparable period in 1959, 
the Bureau of Census reported. 
In contrast, production and 
shipments of men’s and boys’ 
knit outerwear shirts declined in 
last three months of last 
year as against the like period 
in 1959. 

Production of women’s and 
girl’s knit outerwear shirts at 
66,000 dozen in the fourth 
quarter of 1960 was 20 per cent 
ahead of output in the corre- 
sponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year. 

Output of children’s and 
infants’ knit outerwear shirts 
amounted to 337,000 dozen in 
the fourth quarter of 1960, up 
10 per cent from output in the 
comparable period in 1959. 

Shipments of women’s and 


girls’ knit outerwear shirts jp 
the period totaled 69,000 dozep 
as compared with 39,000 doze, 
in the fourth quarter of 19§9 
and 35,000 dozen in the third 
quarter of 1960. 

The figures for shipments of 
children’s and infants’ knit oy. 
erwear shirts were as follows: 
335,000 dozen in the fourth 
quarter of 1960, 447,00 in the 
third quarter of the same year, 
and 316,000 dozen in the 
fourth quarter of the previous 
year. 

Men’s Knit Shirts 


Production of men’s and 
boys’ knit outerwear shirts was 
down 25 per cent in the fourth 
quarter of 1960 from the cor 
responding quarter in 1959, 
Shipments were down some- 
what less, amounting to 20 per 
cent. Total production in the 
fourth quarter tallied 869,000 
dozen as compared with 1,090,- 
000 dozen in the third quarter, 
and 1,156,000 dozen in the 
fourth quarter of 1959. 


Shipments of these shirts to- 
taled 806,000 dozen in the 
fourth quarter of 1960.

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Woolen And Worsted Use 


For Jan. 17% Over Dec. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
The weekly average rate of 
fiber consumption on _ the 
woolen and worsted systems in 
January was 17 per cent above 
the December rate but 24 per 
cent below December 1959, the 
Census Bureau reported. 

The weekly average raw 
wool consumption in January 
was 7,239 thousand pounds 
(scoured basis) or 16 per cent 
above the December level and 
22 per cent below the January 
1960 rate. 

Consumption of apparel class 
wool was 21 per cent above the 
December rate and 18 per cent 


below January, 1960.

Infants’ & Children’s 


Infants’ Wear Sells 
At Boston Show 


BOSTON, Mass. — The few 
knitwear houses in the March 
12-15 summer showing of in- 
fants’ and children’s lines spon- 
sored by the Eastern Travelers, 
found most of the action in in- 
fants’ wear which seems to be 
good all year. Traffic in general 
was slow, and a storm killed one 
of the days. 

In the opinion of some repre- 
sentatives, retailers have not yet 
moved pre-Easter lines and re- 
fuse to add summer stock until 
more of the spring lines have 
moved off the shelves. Since 
manufacturers soon will bring 
out fall lies, a bottleneck has 
resulted. 

Ted Curtin, New England 
representative of Knitown Togs, 
said that coordinates, with 
slacks, and polo shirts for sizes 
2 to 4, 3 to 6X and 7 to 14 were 
most active aside from the in- 
fants’ knits which produced the 
greatest volume. Necklines for 
infant boys are higher and this 
company has used crew necks 


for these garments which hither. 
to appeared only in the girly 
selections. 

Mr. Curtin also said there was 
a good call for cotton and Orlop 
buikies to fill out spring lings, 
Most of the sweaters run to solid 
shades. This firm has pulled oy 
lavender from its color list jp. 
dicating some indecision whether 
this shade will or will not ap- 
pear in the fall lines. 

One cotton bulky style, sue. 
cessful here, had a Byron collar 
sewed down at the ends. The 
body fabric was a reverse knit 
with two-inch vertical panels of 
loose rick - racking along the 
cable idea separated by one inch 
panels of fine gauge square 
stitches. This came in all white 
or butterball, the lavender hav- 
ing been withdrawn temporarily. 

Knitown Togs’ bulkies had an 
extensive variety in collar sty- 
ing and included a deep cup and 
saucer with a two front button 
trim; a convertible from a Byron 
to a turtleneck with a large 
matching center button and a 
McMullen collar on an Orlon 
fisherman’s knit with a diamond 
patterned fabric.
